Gentlemen: 


The  present  position  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  implementing 
Proposition  "Q"  which  requires  fire  fighters  not  to  work  more  than  four- 
teen hours  except  in  an  emergency  is: 

Following  the  election  the  Administration  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  De- 
partment made  a  survey  of  those  fire  departments  in  the  United  States  that 
were  working  other  than  the  twenty-four  hour  system.    Most  departments  work- 
ing other  than  the  twenty-four  hour  system  were  on  a  forty-tv;o  hour,  or  less, 
basis.    There  were  five  departments  in  the  United  States  on  a  forty-eight 
hour  week  working  other  than  a  twenty-four  hour  day. 

The  Administration  of  the  Fire  Department  has  finalized  on  a  tour  that  they 
feel  would  be  adequate  for  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department.    We  have  re- 
viewed this  proposed  tour  with  the  Officers  of  Local  No.  798.    The  Officers 
of  Local  No. 98  have  requested  a  two  weeks  period  to  reviev^  the  proposed  sche- 
dule, with  an  opportunity  to  propose  any  changes  that  they  feel  would  im- 
prove the  schedule. 

I  have  accepted  the  proposal  of  Local  No.  798  and  will  consider  any  meaning- 
ful changes  that  I  feel  will  improve  the  scheduling  of  the  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  provide  the  best  service  to  the  people  of 
San  Francisco. 

It  is  my  estimate  that  the  required  scheduling  of  the  new  tours  will  take 
place  during  February,  with  February  15,  1976  as  a  proposed  target  date.

Gentlemen: 


I  respectfully  request  that  you  approve  and  submit  to  the  Honorable  George 
R.  Moscone,  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  an  Emergency  Request  for 
Supplemental  Appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $146,917. 

These  funds  are  being  requested  under  Charter  Section  2.301  Emergency  Ordinance, 
to  insure  the  uninterrupted  operation  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  balance  of 
fiscal  year  1975-76.    These  funds  will  be  appropriated  to  5.145.120.019  - 
Uniformed  Force  -  Differential  Pay. 

In  this  Appropriation  we  received  $109,264  in  this  year's  Budget   which  was 
supplemented  by  $25,000  on  December  24,  1975  (Ordinance  No    514-75).  Our 
total  appropriation,  thus  far,  this  fiscal  year  is  $134,264. 

From  July  1.  1975  through  December  9.  1975  (12  pay  periods)  we  have  spent  a 
total  of  $108,368.56:

By  glancing  at  TABLE  I,  you  will  notice  a  very  steep  rise  in  expenditures 
from  September  3,  1975  through  December  9,  1975.    This  rise  is  due,  pri- 
marily, to  two  factors,  oeither  known  nor  anticipated  at  the  time  of  Budget 
preparation  for  fiscal  year  1975-7,6: 

1)  The  unusually  high  number  of  retirements  among  the  officer  ranks 
from  July  1,  1975  through  December  15,  1975,  viz;  seven  Assistant 
Chiefs,  ten  Battalion  Chiefs,  fourteen  Captains,  six  Inspectors, 
eleven  Lieutenants,  and  two  Chief's  Operators;  for  a  total  of  50 
uniformed  officers. 

By  way  of  comparison,  the  total  of  50  officer  retirements  for  the 
first  six  months  of  fiscal  year  1975-76  exceeds  by  6,  the  total 
retirements  of  ALL  ranks  for  ALL  of  fiscal  year  1974-75. 

2)  The  change  in  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance,  which  deleted 
the  section  allowing  immediate  replacement  of  officers  by  appoint- 
ment, plus  the  "freeze"  on  requisitions  and  the  absence  of  promo- 
tional lists  for  certain  officer  ranks  placed  a  tremendous  drain 
on  our  limited  funds  for  Differential  Pay  (Like  Work  Like  Pay). 


These  two  factors,  coupled  with  the  normal  officer  replacement  for 
sickness,  vacation  and  disability  have  produced  a  serious  situation  which 
compels    submission  of  this  Emergency  Request  for  Supplemental  Appropriation 
in  the  amount  of  $146,917.

President  Bernstein  directed  copies  be  sent  to  each  Commissioner  and  filed 
for  the  record. 


E)      At  this  point,  the  Coimiission  went  into  Executive  Session  in  order  to  reach 
a  decision  regarding  the  case  of  Fireman  Francisco  R.  Sandoval  who  had  been 
charged  by  the  Chief  of  Department  for  Inaptitude  for  Duty.    They  were  in  ses- 
sion for  half  an  hour  when  they  returned  to  reconvene  the  meeting.  Secretary 
Connors  began  the  proceedings  by  reading  into  the  record  the  following  condi- 
tion to  be  agreed  to  by  L.  Highman,  counsel,  and  Francisco  Sandoval: 

"Let  the  record  reflect  that  Francisco  Sandoval  and  his  counsel,  Louis  High- 
man,  have  agreed  that  any  previous  unpaid  status  of  Firefighter  Sandoval  that 
took  place  as  a  result  of  his  engaging  in  the  sale  and  use  of  heroin,  shall 
not  be  considered  an  imposition  of  discipline  by  the  Fire  Department  or  the 
Fire  Commission  within  the  authority  granted  them  by  the  Charter. 

"Firefight  Sandoval  and  his  counsel,  Louis  Highman  also  agree  that  the  only 
imposition  of  discipline  on  Firefighter  Sandoval  as  a  result  of  engaging  in 
the  sale  and  use  of  heroin  shall  be  as  announced  by  the  Fire  Corrmission  on 
this  date". 

Mr.  Connors  asked,  "Does  that  fairly  state  your  agreement.  Counsellor  Highman?" 
GDunsellor  Highman  replied  "Yes". 

"Does  that  fairly  state  your  agreement.  Firefighter  Sandoval?" 
Firefight  Sandoval  replied  "Yes". 

Secretary  Connors  then  asked,  "Has  the  Fire  Commission  reached  a  decision?" 
President  Bernstein  replied  "Yes"  and  handed  the  decision  to  Secretary  Connors 
who  read  the  following: 

"In  The  Matter  of  Francisco  R.  Sandoval 

KEITH  P.  CALDEN,  Chief  of  Department  charged  Fireman  Francisco  R.  Sandoval 
with  the  following  violation  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department: 
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1)    Section  3921  -  Inaptitude  for  Duty 


This  cause,  having  come  on  regularly  for  hearing  before  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Comimssion,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Commissioner  Morris  Bernstein 
President,  Commissioner  Rudy  Tham,  Vice-President  and  Commissioner  Frank  Hunt  ' 
and  evidence  having  been  presented  in  both  documentary  and  testimonial  form  on 
December  1,  1975  and  January  12.  1976,  and  the  cause  having  been  submitted  for 
decision  and  based  upon  the  record  and  upon  due  reflection,  and  good  cause  ap- 
pearing therefore: 

IT  IS  HEREBY  FOUND  AND  DECREED  that  the  charge  against  Fireman  Sandoval 
for  Inaptitude  for  Duty  is  sustained  and  the  discipline  imposed  by  the  Fire 
Commission  is  as  follows: 


1)  That  Fireman  Francisco  R.  Sandoval  be  suspended  from  duty  for  a 
period  of  ninety  (90)  days  commencing  January  19,  1976  and  ter- 
minating April  17,  1976,  pursuant  to  8.343  of  the  Charter. 

2)  That  as  a  condition  of  this  suspension.  Firefighter  Sandoval  agrees 
to  continue  to  participate  in  the  drug  rehabilitation  program  con- 
ducted by  the  San  Francisco  Drug  Treatment  Program,  or  similar  Drug 
Rehabilitation  Program,  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  date  of  this 
decree,  with  quarterly  written  progress  reports  from  the  Program 
Director  being  submitted  to  the  Fire  Commission. 

3)  That  Firefighter  Sandoval  will  present  himself  to  the  Fire  Department 
physician,  periodically,  upon  minimum  notice,  to  ascertain  his  drug- 
free  condition  during  said  one-year  period. 

4)  That  Firefighter  Sandoval's  failure  to  satisfactorily  participate  in 
any  of  the  above-mentioned  conditions,  or  anyreversion  on  his  part 
to  drug  use  as  determined  by  the  Fire  Department  physician,  or  other 
qualified  authority,  will  result  in  his  being  recharged  and  addition- 
al disciplinary  action  imposed." 


Secretary  Connors  then  polled  the  Commission;    "Is  that  your  verdict,  Com- 
missioner Bernstein?    Commissioner  Bernstein,  "Yes". 
Is  that  your  verdict.  Commissioner  Tham?  "Yes". 
Is  that  your  verdict.  Commissioner  Hunt?  "No". 

Secretary  Connors  then  read  into  the  record  Commissioner  Hunt's  dissenting 
opinion: 

"I  believe  that  a  firefighter  who  is  guilty  of  selling  and  using 
a  dangerous  drug  -  namely  Heroin,  should  not  be  employed  by  the 
Fire  Department. 

The  risk  to  the  citizens,  fellow  firefighters  and  to  himself,  is 
too  great. 

There  are  many  fine  men  on  the  Firefighter  entrance  eligible  list 
who  deserve  the  chance  for  employment. 

For  these  reasons,  I  carnot  join  with  my  colleagues  in  voting  to 
restore  Firefighter  Sandoval  to  duty  after  a  90-day  suspension, 
and  under  a  supervised  drug  rehabilitation  program  for  a  period 
of  one  year". 

Pres    Bernstein    asked  Chief  Casper  if  had  any  comment  to  make  and  Chief 
Casper  replied  that  he  had  none.    He  then  asked  Counsellor  Highman  if  he 
had  any  comment  to  make  and  Mr.  Highman  indicated  that  he  had  none. 

James  T.  Ferguson,  President  of  Local  798,  I.A.F.F.  was  present  at  this  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Comnission,  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  at  10:55  A.M.

I  respectfully  request  that  you  approve  and  submit  to  the  Honorable  George 
R.  Moscone,  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  an  Emergency  Request  for 
Supplemental  Appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $300, 000"!   

These  funds  are  requested  under  Charter  Section  2 .301 -Emergency  Ordinance, 
to  insure  the  uninterrupted  operation  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  balance 
of  this  fiscal  year.    These  funds  are  to  pay  several  hundred  firefighters 
who  worked  on  their  days  off  (W.D.O.)  from  October  1,  1975  through  November 

24,  1975.    Because  the  firefighters  have  not  been  paid  these  past  due  over- 
time wages,  it  has  been  difficult  to  recruit  firefighters  to  work  on  their 
days  off  to  meet  the  daily  minimum  manning  level.    We  believe  that  once  the 
firefighters  are  reimbursed  for  the  period  October  1,  1975  through  November 

25,  1975,  they  will  be  more  willing  to  work  on  their  days  off  for  additional 
time  off. 

By  Ordinance  No.  514-75,  dated  December  24,  1975,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  Mayor  appropriated  $200,000  to  pay  firefighters  W.D.O. s  from  August  6, 
1975  through  September  16,  1975.

The  following  report  was  read  by  Secretary  Connors  to  be  incorporated' 
into  today  s  minutes: 

January  30,  1976 
Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Fire  Commission 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  recommend  that  the  working  schedule  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department  Firefighting  Forces  be  regulated  as  required  by  Proposition 
"Q"  to  a  48.7  week,  to  be  worked  on  a  10  and  14  Schedule. 

The  Schedule  would  provide  for  three  day  shifts  followed  by  a  day  and 
one-half  off  and  a  three  night  shift  of  14  hours,  followed  by  three 
days  off.    This  schedule  repeats  for  three  tours  where  an  additional 
24  hour  period  off  would  follow  the  day  shift.    This  evolves  the  same 
number  of  working  tours  as  the  present  31  day,  48.7  week  schedule. 

The  above  proposed  schedule  is  a  result  of  research   by  the  Administration 
of  the  Fire  Department  meetings  with  Firefighters  Local  No.  798  and  in- 
put from  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

Firefighters  Local  No.  798  as  of  this  time,  is  not  in  complete  agree- 
ment with  the  proposed  schedule. 

On  Friday,  January  30,  1976  in  a  hearing  before  Judge  John  E.  Benson, 
City  Attorney,  George  Baglin  agreed  to  a  proposal  by  Judge  Benson  that 
the  Fire  Commission  not  implement  Charter  Amendment  Proposition  "Q"  until 
after  court  hearings  have  concluded.    To  my  knowledge  no  date  has  been 
set  for  the  proposed  court  hearing.

and  their  adaptability  to  firefighting  conditions.    Ths  Commission  also  inquired 
if  other  fire  departments  have  less  restrictive  vision  requirements.    Mr.  DeSoto 
stated  that  Oakland  now  has  a  20/70  vision  requirement..    Commissioner  McClain  sum-

Acting  Chief  Daly  stated  that  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  performs  the  Fire  De- 
partment dnver  traimng  program.    He  stated  that  all  firefighters  must  be 
passed  up  as  drivers  and  tillermen  and  that  this  skill  is  not  taught  at  the 
Division  of  Training     There  simply  isn't  enough  time  to  teach  someone  to 
be  a  skillful  driver  during  the  limited  six-week  period  of  training  at  the 
Fire  College. 

Commissioner  Ream  wanted  to  know  if  this  was  a  formalized  process.  Acting 
Chief  Daly  replied  that  most  of  the  prograti  was  on-the-job  training,  par- 
ticularly as  it  applies  to  training  of  tillermen. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  opined  that  the  duties  of  tillermen  seem  to  be  best 
suited  for  on-the-job  training.  Acting  Chief  Daly  concurred.  President 
Figone  wanted  to  know  what  percentage  of  the  men  in  the  Department  drove 
a  tiller  and  what  percentage  of  the  probationary  training  program  is  al- 
located to  tiller  practice.  Acting  Chief  Daly  replied  that  the  trainees 
are  briefly  exposed  to  driving  an  engine  and  truck  during  the  last  week 
of  the  training  course. 

There  being  no  further  questions  or  discussion,  the  reports  and  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Accident  Committee  was  approved.

B)  Submitting  Report  of  Permit  Applications  passed  by  the  Department  during 
the  month  of  January,  1976  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Fire 
Code. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  Ream  seconded. 

President  Figone  inquired  about  the  procedure  for  handling  the  various 
permit  applications.    Acting  Chief  Daly  explained  the  role  of  the  Chief 
of  Department  and  the  Fire  Marshal  in  processing  and  approving  various 
permits.    He  stated  additionally  that  the  Permit  Application  Calendar 
is  scheduled  immediately  preceding  the  regular  weekly  Fire  Commission 
meeting.

2.  Mr.  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary  of  Firefighters  Local  798.  addressed  the 
Commission  on  the  issue  of  manning.    He  recited  the  daily  manning  during 
the  last  9  days  and  coiranented  that  this  level  of  manning  was  unsatisfac- 
tory.   He  requested  that  the  Fire  Commission  take  account  of  this  import- 
ant matter  by  attempting  to  convince  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  they 
should  pay  the  firefighters  for  extra  watches  in  order  to  insure  ade- 
quate dai ly  manning. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Acting  Chief  Daly  to  comment. 

During  the  next  15  minutes,  each  Commissioner,  Acting  Chief  Daly  and  Leon 
Bruschera  participated  in  a  review  of  the  manning  problem,  touching  upon 
the  budget,  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  the  firefighters  strike  and 
pending  litigation. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  the  Commission  that  this  vital  subject  be  calen- 
dared in  the  near  future  for  a  full  and  complete  review. 

Unfinished  Business 

Commissioner  Ream  inquired  if  anything  had  occurred  since  last  week  concern- 
ing the  issue  raised  about  the  H-2  Firefighter  Examination.    She  reiterated 
her  three  major  points  of  interest:    vision  requirements;  if  a  final  deter- 
mination had  been  reached  concerning  the  physical  agility  test  and  whether 
pass/fail  events  were  to  be  used  or  time/score  events;    whether  considera- 
tion had  been  given  to  scheduling  some  of  thi-  '-hycUal  agility  rf^quirements 
as  part  of  the  probationary  training  period  ta  ,,ier  than  including  these  tests 
as  part  of  the  Entrance  Examination  Scops 

Secretary  Connors  replied  that  he  had  sent  a  letter  to  Mr.  Orsi  apprising  him 
of  the  Fire  Conmission's  coiicerns,  particularly  about  vision  and  the  possible 
discriminatory  effect  of  the  physical  agility  te<;t  as  regards  Temale  applic- 
ants.   Secretary  Connors  stated  that  he  had  had  no  reply,  and  nhat  in  his  _ 
judgment,  nothing  further  would  be  done  unless  the  Comnission  requested  specific 
action. 

Mr.  Bruschera  informed  the  Commission  that  he  and  his  attorney  had  recently 
attended  a  meeting  dealing  with  the  H~2  Firefighter  Examination  and  that  the 
Union  had  concerns  about  certain  aspects  of  the  Examination. 

After  discussion  among  the  Commissioners.  President  Figone  directed  the  Sec- 
retary to  call  Mr.  Orsi,  General  Manager.  Personnel,  and  arrange  a  meeting 
to  review  the  points  of  concern  raised  by  the  members  of  the  Fire  Comnission. 

President  Figone  asked  the  Assistant  Chiefs  sitting  °"  ^^^J^  s^^^"  ?^  ^^'^ 
to  introduce  themselves  and  give  a  brief  statement  as  to  their  duties.

2)  John  P.  Figone,  Jr.,  introduced  the  Honorable  George  R.  Moscone,  Mayor. 

3)  Mayor  Moscone  administered  the  Oath  of  Office  to  Andrew  C.  Casper, 
Chief  of  Department. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Oath  of  Office,  Mayor  Moscone  made  a  few 
remarks  praising  retiring  Chief  Keith  P.  Calden  and  incoming  Chief 
Andrew  C.  Casper.    The  Mayor  stated  it  had  been  a  very  difficult 
choice  to  make  among  so  many  extremely  capable  and  dedicated  men 
of  one  of  the  best  fire  departments  in  the  country.    He  expressed 
his  confidence  in  Chief  Casper's  ability  to  provide  leadership  during 
the  years  ahead. 

REMARKS 

4)  a)    Retiring  Chief  Calden  removed  his  badge  and  pinned  it  on  Chief 

Casper's  uniform.    Chief  Calden  stated  that  he  had  some  good 
things  to  say  and  some  bad  things.    The  bad  thing  was  that  Chief 
Casper  was  the  13th  Chief  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department. 
The  good  thing  was  that  luck  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  selection 
as  Chief  -  that  Chief  Casper  had  the  experience  and  ability  to  do 
a  good  job. 

b)  President  John  Figone  stated  that  he  didn't  wish  to  be  redundant 
so  he  briefly  thanked  Chief  Calden  for  his  years  of  service  and 
expressed  the  Coimission's  support  and  confidence  in  Chief  Casper's 
ability  to  carry  out  the  task  ahead. 

c)  Chief  Andrew  C.  Casper  thanked  the  Mayor  and  the  Commission  for  the 
appointment.    He  acknowledged  the  presence  of  his  family  and  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation  to  the  many  distinguished  public  officials 
and  guests  who  crowded  the  Fire  Commission  meeting  room. 


Chief  Casper  introduced  former  Chief  William  F.  Hurray  and 
retiring  Chief  Keith  P.  Calden,  former  Deputy  Chief  Clarence 
Rosenstock  and  retiring  Deputy  Chief  Joseph  P.  Daly.    He  thanked 
them  for  attending  and  expressed  his  appreciation  of  their  kind 
offer  to  provide  counsel  and  guidance  during  the  months  ahead. 

Chief  Casper  gave  a  brief  outline  of  his  objectives.    His  goals 
will  be  economic,  unique,  and  innovative.    He  stated  that  Affirma- 
tive Action  is  a  'must'.    He  would  place  greater  reliance  on  the 
youthful  members  of  the  Fire  Department;  attempt  to  resolve  the 
manning  problem;  restore  morale;  harmonize  relationships  between 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Fire  Department;  endeavor  to  cut 
down  on  false  alarms;  establish  an  open-door  policy  with  the  Fire- 
fighters Union;  provide  tactical  firefighting  training;  expand  the 
medical  training  program  and  driver  and  tillerman  education,  and 
initiate  a  vigorous  fire  prevention  program. 

He  thanked  everyone  for  attending  the  ceremony. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  0915.

Of  course 
this  happened  just  before  the  two  wettest  days  of  the  year,  and  because  of  the 
hole  in  the  roof,  the  building  suffered  severe  water  damage  on  all  three  floors. 
The  Fire  Department  was  called,  and  Engine  Number  1  responded  and  did  a  remark- 
able job  cleaning  up  and  pumping  the  floors  free  of  water.    I  was  not  aware  that 
the  Fire  Department  performed  such  a  service,  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  them 
for  curbing  the  damage  to  my  building.

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Commissioner  McClain  seconded. 

There  were  no  questions  or  discussion  and  the  temporary  assignments  were  approved 
on  recommendation  of  Chief  of  Department. 

Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  &  Unfinished  Business: 

1-  President  Figone  noticed  the  absence  of  the  Fire  Department  Physician's  Report 
on  the  status  of  personnel.    These  reports,  which  show  the  number  of  fire- 
fighters on  Sick  Leave  or  Disability  Leave,  customarily  appear  on  the  Fire  Com- 
mission calendar.    He  requested  that  the  procedure  be  reinstituted. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  stated  that  he  would  be  prepared  to  submit  a  bi-weekiy  report  on 
this  matter.    Secretary  Connors  stated  that  when  the  next  report  is  available, 
it  will  be  calendared  for  Fire  Commission  discussion  and  continued  bi-weekly 
thereafter. 

2-  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  several  persons  had  called  her,  questionina 
the  relevancy  of  the  medical  standards  shown  in  the  H-2  Firefighter  examination 
announcement.    She  felt  that  these  standards  tend  to  discourage  applicants,  and 
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^^^^^^^uhjf^ion  of  New  Business,  Reports  &  Unfinished  Bii.;inp^c  (continued) 

and  are  perhaps  not  related  to  the  duties  of  a  firefighter.    She  wondered  what 
the  long  range  effect  would  be  if  a  person  entered  the  Fire  Departmenrwi?h 
some  of  these  medical  problems.  ^ 

Mr.  John  DeSoto,  Division  Manager,  Personnel,  commented  by  referring  to  tho 
most  recent  Po  ice  Officers  examination  -  drawing  a  comparison  between  the 
duties  of  a  pol ice  off icer  and  firefighter    -  both  in  terms  of  medical  re- 
quirements and  their  pay  and  pension  benefits.    He  stated  that  out  of  188  can- 
didates for  the  recent  Police  Officers  examination,  18,  or  10%,  were  reiected 
He   cited  the  reasons  for  rejection.    He  said  that  rejections  are  not  made  frivol- 
ously and  that  a  candidate  has  a  right  of  appeal  and  that  every  candidate  is  pro- 
vided the  full  measure  of  his  rights.  ^ 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  reiterated  her  concern  that  merely  viewing  this  long  list 
of  medical  standards  may  screen  out  lower  income  persons. 

Mr.  DeSoto  stated  that  the  standards  were  originally  developed  by  Retirement 
Board  physicians.    Commissioner  McClain  asked  when  the  medical  standards  were 
last  updated.    Mr.  DeSoto  replied  that  there  were  two  revieva  in  the  last  two 
years  -  one    by  the  Police  Surgeon  and  one  by  the  Fire  Department  physician; 
that  medical  standards  had  been  reviewed  ten  to  fifteen  times  during  the  last 
fifteen  years.    Mr.  Bruschera  stated  that  if  a  meeting  were  to  be  held  concern- 
ing medical  standards,  that  Mr.  Mattrocce  of  the  Retirement  System  should  be 
invited  to  participate.    Dr.  Bonfllio  stated  that  he  is  not  really  rigid  on 
these  medical  standards,  that  the  concern  relates  to  the  candidates' long  range 
possibility  of  not  being  able  to  perform  the  duties. 

Commissioner  McClain  was  concerned  that  candidates  may  screen  themselves  by 
looking  at  all  the  medical  standards  and  concluding  that  he,  or  she,  is  not 
in  proper  medical  condition  to  pass.    Mr.  DeSoto  replied  that  one  of  the  reasons 
for  listing  all  the  medical  criteria  is  that  if  one  is  rejected  for  a  medical 
deficiency  that  is  not  shown  on  the  announcement,  this  rejection  is  suspect. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded  that  a  letter  be 
directed  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  advising  that  the  the  Fire  Commission 
may  be  suggesting  changes  in  the  examination  announcement,  and  that  a  Special 
Meeting  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  examination  announcement  with 
principal  emphasis  on  medical  standards. 

Commissioner  McClain  moved  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded  that  a  Special 
Meeting  be  held  on  Tuesday,  March  23,  1976  at  9:00  AM  for  the  purpose  of  discus- 
sing examination  announcement-medical  standards. 

3.   Chief  Casper  made  a  report  on  the  critical  manpower  shortage.    He  stated  that 
on  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday  past,  it  was  necessary  to  temporarily  put  out  of 
service  one  Engine  Company.    Personnel  from  this  Company  were  assigned  to  Truck 
Companies  in  the  Western  Addition,  Inner  Richmcnd.  Missio,-  ?nd  Haigh»--Ashbury 
Districts. 

He  stated  that  part  of  the  manning  problem  Is  due  to  the  targe  number  of  retire- 
ments, coupled  with  the  Fire  Department's  inability  to  replace  «  retired  member 
until  that  member  has  used  up  his  accumulated  sick  pay,  usually  six  i.iontl.s 

Mr.  Bruschera  stated  that  he  requested  the  Fire  Commission  :  .?ld  a  Special  Meeting 
In  the  near  future  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  manning  problem. 

Commissioner  McClain  commented  that  this  was  a  proper  topic  J^^"^ 
various  neighborhoods,  that  we  should  get  theinput  of  ^he  n^ig  ^orho^^^^^ 
President  Figone  asked  Chief  Casper  to  investigate  sites  for  possible  neighbor 
hood  meetings  in  the  Immediate  future.

2.     Discussion  of  H-2  Firefighter  Examination  Announcement  -  Issued  Mardh  12,  1976 
Medical  Standards  Supplement  -  Sheets  A,  B.  and  C. 

Commissioner  McClain  opened  the  discussions  by  stating  that  he  intended  no 
downgrading  of  the  examination  scope.    He  found  no  fault  with  the  majority 
of  the  medical  standards,  but  felt  that  others  were  included  needlessly. 
He  simply  wanted  to  know  why  they  were  included. 

Mr.  DeSoto  stated  briefly  that  the  Charter  requires  that' applicants  must  meet 
the  Armed  Forces  Standards. 

Commissioner  McClain  questioned  the  physical  measurements  (iitight)  which  Mr. 
DeSoto  admitted  were  flexible.    On  the  question  of  weight,  Mr.  DeSoto  stated 
that  this  was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  examining  physician  of  the  de- 
partment.   Chief  Casper  indicated  that  the  Fire  Department  had  if--  ^'-'n  v/pioht 
standards.    President  Figone  asked  what  percentage  of  ttemen  in  the  depart- 
ment were  overweight.    Dr.  Bonfllio  replied  abouc  8%,  and  that  he  called  in 
these  men  at  different  times  to  check  their  weight,  to  be  sure  this  aspect 
was  being  monitored  to  maintain  proper  weight  control. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  then  questioned  the  vision    ^^quirements.    It  was  ex- 
plained that  men  with  inadequate  sight  were  very  poor  risks;  glasses  could 
be  knocked  off  in  emergency  situations  and  that  contact  glasses  were  dan- 
gerous because  they  could  cause  blindness  when  exposedto  heat.    Or.  Bonfllio 
commented  that  the  computer  information  he  received  from  the  Visual  Testing 
group  in  Berkeley  did  not  contain  the  information  he  had  requested  and  that 
he  is  now  awaiting  word  from  the  Civil  Aeronautic  group  which  has  rigorous 
standards. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  how  many  members  who  had  retired,  did  so  because 
of  disabilities  -  non  job  connected.     Chief  Casper  replied  that  most  mem- 
bers retire  because  of  Service  and  Mr.  Walter  Johnson  agreed.    Dr.  Bonfllio 
said  that  there  are  no  specific  vision  standards,  except  those  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautic  Group.    Both  President  Figone  and  Commissioner  Del  Carlo  said 


they  had  seen  firefighters  wearing  glasses  at  fires.    It  was  explained  that 
these  were  safety  glasses  made  to  a  prescription  (correctib  e  Jith  n  the 
limits  of  the  standards  set)  and  these  would  have  to  be  removed  if  Jhe  fire- 
fighter had  to  put  on  a  Scott  Air-Pak. 

The  question  was  asked  on  the  difference  between  Oakland's  standards  and 
ours  since  their  vision  standards  are  set  lower.    Mr.  DeSoto  replied  that 
theOakland  firefighters  are  wearing  Plastic  wrap-around  helmets,  and  that 
their  fire  fighting  procedures  differed  from  San  Francisco's. 

President  Figone  asked  Mr.  Mattrocce  if  he  had  any  statistics  on  men  who 
retired  on  account  of  eyes.    Mr.  Mattrocce  replied  "only  as  relates  to  the 
direct  injury  of  the  eye". 

There  was  much  discussion  on  the  subject  of  General  Appearance  as  it  ap- 
pears on  the  Medical  Standards  Supplement  and  various  questions  were  asked 
about  skin  diseases,  obesity,  unsightly  tumors,  etc.    Dr.  Bonfilio  replied 
to  each  of  these,  commenting  that  for  some  of  these  there  would  be  only  a 
temporary  rejection,  if  it  yielded  readily  to  medication.    Some  skin  condi- 
tions are  very  rare,  while  others  might  be  subject  to  irritation  caused  by 
conditions  under  which  the  men  fought  fires  and  consequently  might  lead  to 
incapacitating  disabilities. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  whether  the  section  entitled  General  Appearance 
was  really  necessary  on  the  Medical  Standards  Supplement.    Chief  Casper  re- 
plied that  if  these  items  were  not  placed  on  the  Medical  Standards  Supplement, 
and,  if  applicants  were  rejected,  we  might  be  open  to  a  suit  in  the  future. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  people  with  hamner  toes  would  have  difficulty 
in  performing  the  job.    Mr.  Mattrocce  explained  that  because  the  City  has 
such  a  liberal  retirement  policy  it  is  necessary  to  have 

rigid  physical  standards.    Hammer  toes  could  be  aggravated  by  the  very  nature 
of  firefighting  and  a  person,  particularly  a  young  person,  could  be  eligible 
for  a  disability  pension,  thus  costing  the  city  a  great  deal  of  money. 
Lowering  of  the  standards  would  increase  the  cost  to  the  city  tremendously. 
Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  about  waivers  in  such  a  situation.    She  was  told 
that  the  city  cannot  give  exemptions  for  a  particular  condition. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  atno  time  was  he  suggesting  the  lowering 
of  any  standards  -  he  was  just  questioning  some  of  these  standards  to  learn 
if  there  was  a  need  for  all  of  them.    He  asked  if  there  had  been  an  exchange 
of  standards  from  community  to  community;  did  other  cities  accept  people 
with  these  disabilities. 

Mr.  Mattrocce  answered  that  from  time  to  time  the'Retirement"Board"makes- 
studies,  but  has  no  information  on  people  with  hammer  toes.    He  emnhr'sizpd 
that  the  condition  doesn't  have  to  be  caused  by  the  employment  -  U  has  to 
be  aggravated  by  the  employment.    Dr.  Bonfilio  added  that  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment this  is  a  source  of  concern  because  of  the  safety  bhoes  the  men  are  re- 
quired to  wear.    These  shoes  have  safety  toes  containing  e  steel  c.,p  si-"  :"!ld 
easily  aggravate  hammer  toes.    He  also  mentioned  that  our  sta^Harf^s  compare 
favorably  with  other  cities  except  Los  Angeles.    They  are  very  -igid  in  their 
requirements  and  2%  of  their  applicants  are  eliminated. 

Or.  Bonfilio  stated  that  he  felt  that  a  Stress-EKG  test  was  very  important  as 
a  pre-employment  requirement,  and  that  tests  to  determine  predisposition  to 
back  problems  would  be  very  beneficial. 

Commissioner  McClain  wanted  to  know  if  there  were  standards  ^ere  that  did  not 
belong.    He  was  told  that  all  of  these  apply.    John  DeSoto  cited  two  reasons. 
One  was  for  the  benefit  of  people  who  take  the  tests  -  the  applicant  can  be 
self-selective.    The  other  reason  is  that  the  city  has  a  rigid  appeal  pro- 
cess -  all  these  standards  must  be  written  down.    It  is  very  important  that 
we  have  standards  set  forth  as  clearly  as  possible. 

Commissioner  McClain  feels  that  the  standards  that  are  presented  here  are 
designed  to  exclude  certain  people  automatically.    For  instance,  in  the  case 
where  a  person  has  been  unable  to  have  proper  dental  work  done.    But  Mr. 
Mattrocce  said  that  an  applicant  is  given  sufficient  time  to  have  proper 
repair  work  done. 

John  DeSoto  distributed  a  report  showing  the  medical  reasons  for  disqualifying 
18  Police  Officer  candidates.    The  reasons  were  substantive. 
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President  Figone  noted  that  these  applications  were  originally  scheduled 
for  men  and  that  there  was  no  mention  made  for  females.    Dr.  Bonfilio  aareed 
that  new  standards  would  have  to  be  set  up  for  females.    President  Fiqone 
asked  why  haven  t  these  problems  been  included  in  the  medical  standards 
John  DeSoto  replied  that  they  have  had  no  experience  with  women  firefighters- 
these  present  standards  have  general  application  but  also  agreed  that  the  ' 
Fire  Department  work  would  be  more  difficult  than  Police  Department  duties 
Chief  Casper  gave  some  figures  from  the  San  Diego  Fire  Department  which  had 
hired  five  women  -  two  had  medical  problems  and  the  other  three  flunked 
during  their  training  period.    Since  there  are  very  specific  problems  con- 
cerning women,  certain  cities  have  made  their  own  standards. 

Commissioner  McClain  came  back  to  his  original  argument  -  that  some  material 
on  these  standards  are  not  important;  that  standards  for  women  could  be  in- 
cluded if  other  material,  not  germane,  would  be  eliminated.    He  asked  about 
the  mechanics  of:achieving  this.    Mr.  DeSoto  stated  that  while  they  have  made 
periodic  reviews  of  these  standards,  the  current  announcement  was  held  up  be- 
cause of  incorrect  information,  women  applicants  and  this  Comnission.  Com- 
missioner McClain  asked  what  happened  now.    He  was  told  the  target  date  is 
June  12,  with  September  or  October  set  for  medical  examinations.    Medical  ex- 
aminations are  given  to  eligibles  when  they  are  reached  for  appointment.  The 
Civil  Service  Commission  is  the  final  and  executive  authority  for  entry  into 
the  department.    One  of  the  reasons  that  nothing  has  happened  is  that  money 
cannot  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    It  costs  Los  Angeles  $200 
per  person  to  put  him  through  a  rigid  and  all-encompassing  physical  test.  In 
the  final  analysis,  it  boils  down  to  money. 

(bmmissioner  Del  Carlo  informed  Dr.    Bonfilio  that  representatives  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Status  of  Women  were  concerned  about  the  ambiguity  of  the 
phrase  "profound  pelvic  problem"  listed  as  a  medical  standard.    She  wanted 
to  know  who  would  determine  the  presence  of  a  "profound  pelvic  problem".

1.    Submitted  report  of  Fire  Department  Physician  showing  men  off-duty  on  Disability 
Pay,  Sick  Pay  or  No  Pay,  March  3,  1976  through  March  16,  1976. 

President  Figone  wanted  to  get  some  idea  as  to  the  ages  of  the  persons  who 
had  been  pensioned  or  listed  on  the  report  as  suffering  from  heart  injuries. 
Secretary  Connors  informed  the  Commission  of  the  ages.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that  for  the  most  part  persons  who  suffer  from  heart  problems  were  older  than 
40  years  of  age. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  yesterday's  Special  Meeting  discussing  the 
medical  standards  for  the  firefighter  examination  has  given  rise  to  his  ques- 
tions about  firefighters  shown  on  the  Doctor's  report  as  suffering  from  heart 
problems . 

Dr.  Bonfilio  indicated  that  the  severe  stress  factors  associated  with  the  rigors 
of  the  firefighting  profession  lead  to  differences  between  a  person's  physical 
age  and  chonological  age.    He  stated  that  he  would  obtain  heart  statistics  for 
the  general  public  and  compare  them  with  heart  statistics  for  firefighters. 
Dr.  Bonfilio  felt  very  strongly  that  an  educational  program  should  be  established 
on  account  of  the  stress  situation. 

2-    President  Figone  asked  Director  Earl  Gage  for  a  report  on  the  status  of  Comiunity 
Meetings.    Director  Gage  presented  a  schedule  which  the  Commission  approved. 
Cofimissioner  McClain  complimented  Director  Gage  and  staff  on  the  selection  of 
the  Community  Meetings. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  the  Cormunity  Meetings  would  be  k  regular  busi- 
ness meeting.    Secretary  Connors  replied  that  they  would  be  but  we  would  seek 
public  input  on  any  matter  of  concern  to  the  various  neighborhood  representatives. 

Commissioner  McClain  suggested  that  the  agenda  for  everyCommunity  meeting 
include  a  section  dealing  with  Fire  Prevention.    Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated 
that  we  should  also  have  a  review  of  the  manning  problem  as  this  was  one  of 
the  prime  reasons  for  suggesting  Community  Meetings. 
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Chief  Casper  stated  that  a  full  staff  would  be  present  to  answer  any  questions 
from  the  Comnunity.    Secretary  Connors  asked  if  it  would  be  proper  to  ^ow  a  Fire 
Prevention  film.    The  Commission  agreed  that  the  topics  of  discussion  for  these 
Conmunity  Meetings  would  be  finalized  after  the  first  such  meeting. 

Leon  Bruschera  introduced  Mr.  Damon  Herd,  Senior  Field  Coordinator  of  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Firefighters  on  location  in  San  Francisco  to  recruit  can- 
didates for  the  next  H-2  Firefighter  examination.    Mr.  Herd  invited  the  Commission 
to  attend  an  April  8th  press  conference  to  be  held  at  Fire  Department  headquarters 
for  the  purpose  of  outlining  their  recruitment  effort.    He  stated  that  so  far  56 
female  candidates  had  applied  through  Ks  office. 

rhief  Casper  introduced  Acting  Assistant  Chief  Andrew  Brandi ,  iDivision  of  Airports 
who  invited  the  Commission  to  visit  the  Airport  at  any  time  to  have  airport  opera- 
tions explained. 

Present  at  this  meeting  were  James  T.  Ferguson,  President,  and  Leon  Bruschera, 
Secretary  of  Local  798,  I.A.F.F. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  at  1040  hours.

Commissioner  McClaIn  requested  an  explanation  on  No.  3  of  the  Chief's  report, 
viz.,  "What  does  it  mean  that  a  company  is  put  out  of  service?"  Chief  Casper 
explained  the  phrase. 

Commissioner  McClain  wanted  to  know  how  we  go  about  getting  additional  manpower. 
Chief  Casper  responded  that  the  way  to  do  it  is  to  pay  the  men  for  working  on 
their  days  off.    Next  fiscal  year  we  requested  a  million  dollars  for  this  pur- 
pose.

Mr.  Ferguson  stated  that  he  and  Mr.  Bruschera  had  a  board  with  them  depicting 
the  location  of  every  Engine  and  Truck  Company  and  the  effect  on  these  companies 
when  multiple  alarms  of  fire  occur.    Because  of  the  low  attendance,  he  deferred 
the  demonstration  of  this  board  until  the  next  Fire  Commission  meeting.    He  ex- 
pressed concern  about  the  lack  of  manpower  for  the  balance  of  this  fiscal  year. 
He  stated  that  the  Department  is  running  60  to  70  men  short  each  day  and  that 
the  Commission  is  placing  itself  in  jeopardy  if  someone  were  to  file  a  lawsuit 
based  on  the  available  daily  manpower.    Vice  President  Ream  suggestedthat  we 
schedule,  for  the  next  regular  meeting,  an  analysis  of  the  manpower  situation 
so  that  the  Commission  might  formally  decide  to  request  funds  from  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  provide  adequate  manning  for  the  balance  of  this  year.

This  is  the  sole  respon- 
sibility of  the  Retirement  System  Board  and  their  panel  of  doctors     He  stated 
that  occasionally   Retirement  Board  doctors  certify  a  man  fit  for  return  to 
duty  when  he  doesn't  feel  the  man,  in  fact,  is  fit  for  duty.

Progress  Report  from  Fire  Department  Physician. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  provided  a  progress  report  into  his  research  of  the  strains/sprains 
reflected  during  the  two-week  period  March  17,  1976  through  March  30,  1976. 
He  stated  that  he  had  gone  through  letters  A  through  G  on  that  report  and  was 
unable  to  discern  any  pattern.    In  light  of  the  absence  of  this  pattern,  he  won- 
dered if  the  Cormiission  wished  him  to  continue  with  the  analysis  of  the  strains/ 
sprains. 

Commissioner  Ream  reiterated  her  reasons  for  making  her  request  during  last 
week's  meeting.  She  is  interestedin  learning  of  the  working  circumstances  of 
firefighters  and  thought  that  this  two-week  time  period, which  contained  a  high 
number  of  strains  and  sprains,  would  provide  some  insight  to  the  Commission. 
She  repeated  that  she  would  like  to  have  the  Doctor's  report  completed,  be- 
lieving that  such  a  report  might  be  useful  in    applying  this  information  to 
portions  of  entry  level  firefighter  examination  such  as  the  physical  agility 
portion.    She  realized  that  the  report  was  involved  and  required  a  lot  of  paper 
work  but  did  wish  to  see  it  completed.    The  Commission  concurred  in  her  judg- 
ment and  Dr.  Bonfilio  will  complete  the  analysis  and  the  matter  will  be  calen- 
dared for  a  specific  meeting.

Supervisors,  and  the  necessity  for  manning  long  time  vacancies. 
He  believes  that  this  would  substantiate  our  request  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  the  $1,000,000  to  remain  in  the  budget  for 
fiscal  year  1976/1977.  ^ 

Chief  Casper  next  explained  the  three  levels  of  daily  manning: 

Good  -  394-369;    Adequate  -  368-350;    Critical  -  349  and  below 

He  stated  that  we  seldom  achieved  a  good  level  of  daily  manning  because  of  the 
large  number  of  retirements  plus  an  inability  to  pay  W.D.O.s  to  firefighters. 
He  stated  that  more  often  we  achieved  an  adequate  level  of  daily  manning.  He 
outlined  the  steps  that  he  takes  in  order  to  insure  that  the  department  retains 
an  adequate  level  of  daily  manning.    Also,  he  further  stated  that  the  lower 
range  of  adequate  produced  undesirable  manning. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  if  the  response  to  work  W.D.O.s  for  compensatory 
time  was  getting  better.    Chief  Casper  replied  affirmatively,  particularly 
since  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  April.    Coraiissioner  Ream  was  delighted  to 
learn  that  the  firefighters  were  willing  to  work  but  she  was  concerned  about 
achieving  an  adequate  level  of  manning  on  the  strength  of  volunteers;  that  such 
a  practice  is  not  a  basis  for  good  personnel  policy. 

Chief  Casper  suggested  that  one  step  that  the  Fire  Commission  could  take  to 
possibly  improve  the  daily  level  of  manning  was  to  attempt  to  get  the  fire- 
fighters paid  for  the  W.D.O.s  owed  them  from  October  1  ,  1975  through  November 
24.  1975. 

On  Commissioner  BarnhilTs  motion,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Del  Carlo,  and  un- 
animously approved,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Mayor, 
urging  him  to  approve  the  Request  for  Supplemental  Appropriation  in  the  amount 
of  $300,000  for  the  purpose  of  paying  firefighter  W.D.O.s  for  the  period  of 
October  1,  1975  through  November  24,  1975.    This  Supplemental  Request  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Mayor's  office  on  January  30,  1976. 

aidget  -  Chief  Casper  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Mayor's  Office  had  re- 
quested the  Fire  Department  to  reduce  its  1976/77  budget  by  $5.7  million  dollars. 
After  several  meetings  with  the  Mayor's  Budget  staff,  Chief  Casper  countered 
with  proposed  reductions  totalling  $3.1  million  dollars.    He  informed  the  Com- 
mission that  these  proposed  reductions  included  $1.9  million  dollars  in  person- 
nel costs.    He  stated  that  the  personnel  reductions  totalled  71  jobs  and  he 
listed  the  units  and  positions  to  be  abolished  or  unfunded  in  order  to  achieve 
this  reduction. 

The  Commission  asked  to  receive  a  copy  of  his  tentative  plan  for  personnel  re- 
duction. Director  Tony  Sacco  of  Local  798  arose  to  announce  that  such  action  is 
in  violation  of  the  Meyers-Mi  lias-Brown  Act;  that  this  is  not  a  meet  and  confer 
session,  and  that  Firefighters  Local  798  is  against  any  reduction  in  personnel. 

Chief  Casper  reminded  Director  Sacco  that  .he  budget  3t  this  P^j.^^.^^^he  Mayor ■^s 
and  not  subject  to  meet  and  confer  between  the  Fire  Departs  =nt  Administration  and 
Local  798.

1.     Submitted  bi-weekly  report  from  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
Disability  Injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  Sick  Pay,  March  31  1976 
through  April  13,  1976. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  wanted  to  know  how  "tennis  elbow"  could  be  a' 
job  incurred  injury.  Dr.  Bonfilio    responded  that  "tennis  elbow"  was  a 
poor  choice  of  words  to  describe  this  on-dutymdisabling  injury  which 
happens  to  be  common  among  tennis  players.    He  further  stated  that  a 
physician  of  the  Retirement  Board  had  certified  that  this  particular 
injury,  in  fact,  was  job  incurred. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  commented  that  there  were  three  firefighters  who 
had  received  disabling  injuries  through  inhaling  toxic  fumes  and  gases 
and  wondered  about  the  circumstances  giving  rise  to  these  injuries. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Dr.  Bonfilio  whether  or  not  these  three  men  were 
wearing  Scott  Air-Paks  when  these  injuries  occurred. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  on  some  occasions,  firefighters  entered  a  build- 
ing or  other  places  not  knowing  that  hazardous  fumes  and  toxic  gases  were 
present  and  that  once  this  is  determined,  they  then  put  on  their  Scott  Air- 
Paks.    Under  these  circumstances,  firefighters  become  disabled. 

Commissioner  Ream  requested  that  in  all  future  reports  concerning  dls- 
bling  injuries  described  as  toxic  fumes,  nitric  acid  fumes  exposure,  and 
smoke  inhalation,  that  the  report  reflect  whether  or  not  the  firefighter 
so  disabled  was  wearing  a  Scott  Air-Pak  at  the  time.    Dr.ajnfilio  stated 
this  information  would  be  provided. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  noticed  that  the  current  bi-weekly  report  of  dis- 
abling injuries  showed  80  back  strains  or  sprains  and  wondered  if  there 
was  any  particular  reason  for  such  a  large  number  of  related  on-duty  injuries 

At  this  point,  Dr.  Bonfilio  presented  to  each  Commissioner  a  summary  of  the 
Strain/Sprain  report  for  the  bi-weekly  period  of  March  17  through  March  30, 
1976  as  previously  requested  by  Commissioner  Ream.

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C)     Report  from  Chief  Casper  -  Review  and  Analysis  of  Manpower  Situation 

Chief  Casper  informed  the  Fire  Conmission  that  if  the  $1  Million  in  W  D  0 
money  is  approved  in  next  fiscal  year's  budget,  he  plans  to  work  the  firel 
fighters  on  their  days  off  during  the  night  shift,  as  he  believes  that  the 
greatest  life  hazard  occurs  during  that  period  of  time. 

He  informed  the  Commission  that  he  was  requested  to  appear  before  the 
Finance  Committee's  Executive  Session  at  4:00  p.m.  today.    The  Finance 
Committee  is  endeavoring  to  further  trim  the  Fire  Department  Budget.  Some 
of  the  things  that  they  are  looking  at  are:  unfunding  100  additional  uni- 
formed positions;  abolishing  ChiefOperators  positions;  and  eliminating 
firefighters  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  the  number  of  companies  that  were  temporarily 
closed  during  the  last  two  weeks  through  lack  of  manpower.    He  listed  the 
manpower  each  day  and  how  he  re-deployed  the  personnel  to  insure  protection 
throughout  the  City. 

Commissioner  Ream  commented  that  we  are  apparently  "cannibalizing"  the 
existing  fire  companies  in  order  to  spread  the  manpower  among  the  remain- 
ing fire  stations.    She  felt  that  the  citizens  should  be  made  aware  of 
what  they  are  getting  for  their  tax  money  and  that  the  Fire  Commission 
should  make  this  clear  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    For  example,  she 
thought  that  Chief  Casper's  two-week  analysis  and  review  of  daily  man- 
ning, and  the  steps  that  he  took  to  provide  fire  protection  should  be 
made  known  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Chief  Casper  again  re-emphasized  the  tremendous  importance  of  the  Fire 
Department's  $1  Million  W.D.O.  request  for  next  fiscal  year.    He  wanted 
it  known  that  the  firefighters  work  overtime  at  a  straight  time  rate  of 
pay,  not  time-and-a-half. 

Commissioner  BarnhiU  inquired  as  to  the  membership  of  the  Finance 
Committee.    Chief  Casper  provided  the  three  names. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  three  questions: 

"Do  you  think  the  Community  should  become  involved  in  carrying  the 
message  of  the  firefighters'  problems  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors?" 

"Would  you  indicate  to  the  Community  the  minimum  manpower  required  to 
maintain  safety  in  San  Francisco?" 

"Would  someone  explain  the  "flyer"  which  announced  the  meeting  tonight 
and  encouraged  people  to  'ask  the  Fire  Commission  what  are  they  doing 
to  ensure  your  fire  protection'?" 

Commissioner  McClain  commented  that  he  felt  that  the  "flyer"  should  state: 
"What  are  we  doing"    ...the  we  being  the  Fire  Commission  and  the  Community. 

Chief  Casper  replied  that  he  certainly  would  encourage  the  mvolvement  of 
the  Conmunity  and  suggested  that  they  contact  the  Boarc^  of  Supo^'visors  by 
letter  or  telegram  expressing  concerns  about  the  manpower  situation.  Chier 
Casper  stated  that  he  was  looking  forward  to  receiving  the  support  from 
the  Community. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  wanted  to  know  if  the  Finance  Committee  took  any 
f?;?^!  aJt?on  today.    Chief  Casper  replied  that  the  Finance  Committee  was 
still  reviewing  all  department  budgets.

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C)  Report  from  Chief  Casper  -  Review  and  Analysis  of  Manpower  Situation  (confdl 

Chief  Casper  took  this  time  to  applaud  the  Fire  Department's  Affirmative  Action 
Program,  singling  out  for  praise  Director  Earl  Gage  and  Commissioners  Ream, 
Del  Carlo  and  McClain.    He  expressed  his  concern  about  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Program  as  it  relates  to  the  next  W2  firefighters  list,  in  view  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  Finance  Committee  attempt  to  further  reduce  uniformed 
positions. 

At  this  time,  Local  798,  through  Mr.  Ferguson,  presented  a  15-minute  demon- 
stration on  how  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  covered  by  the  various  fire 
stations  and  how  various  neighborhoods  are  effected  when  a  fire  occurs  in 
any  segment  of  the  City.    He  traced  the  fire  protection  from  1958  to  the 
present. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Ferguson's  presentation,  Chief  Casper  insisted  that 
all  the  facts  should  be  on  the  table.    The  Chief  outlined  the  reasons  the 
current  manpower  shortage  is  occurring,  and  placed  emphasis  on  why  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  revoked  the  funding  for  W.D^O.'s.    He  corrected  Mr.  Ferguson's 
statement  concerning  the  effect  of  the  deactivation  of  Salvage  Company  1  and 
the  City's  insurance  rating.    He  also  felt  that  the  Fire  Commission  and  Chief 
of  Department  were  out  front  "carrying  the  ball"    in  all  of  these  current 
battles. 

During  Mr.  Ferguson's  presentation  and  immediately  thereafter,  there  were 
several  questions  from  the  audience  concerning  protection  in  the  Bayview- 
Hunter's  Point  when  a  fire  occurs. 

Commissioner  McClain  thanked  Mr.  Ferguson  for  his  presentation  but  caution- 
ed Firefighters  Local  798  not  to  use  a  scare-type  tactic  approach  in  dis- 
cussing this  problem.    He  felt  that  it  is  important  to  stress  that  we  - 
the  Coumission,  Community  and  Firefighters  -  must  do  something  collectively 
to  solve  this  problem.

Commissioner  Ream  noted  that  the  bi-weekly  Disability  report  did  not  show  whether 
the  fire  fighters  disabled  by  toxic  fumes  and/or  smoke  inhalation  were  wearing  Scott 
Air  Paks  at  the  time  of  the  disabling  injury.    She  repeated  her  request  to  Dr.  Bonfilio 
that  the  future  bi 'weekly  Disability  reports  contain  this  information.    Dr.  Bonfilio 
replied  that  this  oversight  will  be  corrected. 

President  Figone  noted  that  as  he  reviewed  the  Sick  Pay  report  for  April  14  -  20,  he 
discovered  a  majority  of  the  members  become  sick  on  either  Friday,  Saturday  or 
Sunday.    He  asked  if  Dr.  Bonfilio  had  sick  certificates  for  all  these  men.  Dr. 
Bonfilio    replied  that  he  had  the  certificates  because  during  the  strike  each  member 
is  required  to  produce  a  doctor's  certificate.    President  Figone  requested  the  names  of 
the  doctors  and  copies  of  the  sick  certificates  turned  in  during  last  week. 

2-    Submitted  request  from  Firefighters  Local  798  to  discuss  new  Work  Schedules  pursuant 
to  Proposition  Q. 

Commissioner  Figone  noted  that  the  Union's  letter  requesting  to  be  calendared  for 
today's  meeting  was  brief,  and  didn't  contain  any  specific  request  or  recommendation 
that  the  Commission  could  review  prior  to  the  meeting. 

He  requested  that  future  requests  be  as  specific  and  detailed  as  possible  so  that 
the  Commission  can  review  the  request  and  engage  in  meaningful  dialogue  when  the 
request  is  calendared. 
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Mr.  Ferguson  replied  that  future  requests  would  be  specific     He  also 
requested  that  the  discussion  on  Work  Schedules  be  continued  pending 
receipt  of  detailed  information  from  the  computer  firm  hired  to  devise  an 
alternate  Work  Schedule. 

Chief  Casper  took  this  occasion  to  reiterate  his  position  on  the  Work 
Schedule  -  the  Alternate  Schedule  can't  contain  any  additional  cost  or  create 
a  hardship  in  administering  the  Schedule.    He  also  stated  that  he  can't  wait 
much  longer  for  the  Alternate  Schedule.    If  the  foregoing  conditions  are 
met  he  is  prepared  to  recommend  to  the  Fire  Commission  that  the  members  be 
allowed  to  vote  on  the  Work  Schedule. 

President  Figone  acknowledged  recipt  of  the  Firefighters  letter  of  apology 
mailed  after  lastWednesday' s  meeting  in  Bayview-Hunters  Point.    He  asked 

Mr.  Ferguson  to  explain  "  expertise  of  the  Fire  Commission  and  Chief  of 

Department  "    Mr.  Ferguson  said  that  the  language  was  intended  to  convey 

his  concern  over  Finance  Cotimittee  actions  that  seem  to  be  bypassing  the 
Fire  Commission  and  Chief  of  Department. 

Chief  Casper  reviewed  and  summarized  his  two  appearances  before  the  Finance 
Committee.    He  stated  that  the  Progress  misquoted  him  when  a  story  implied 
that  an  agreement  to  reduce  the  uniformed  force  by  100  men  had  been  reached 
at  the  Finance  Committee  meeting.    Chief  Casper  said  he  is  unalterably 
opposed  to  the  elimination  of  the  18  Chiefs  Operators  position     He  recently 
completed  a  five  year  survey  of  on-duty  injuries  suffered  by  Chiefs  Operators. 
Most  of  these  injuries  occurred  inside  the  fire  building  while  the  Operator 
was  locating  the  seat  of  the  fire.    He  also  said  that  the  loss  of  82  H-2 
firefighters  would  be  tolerable  only  if:    (1)  Overtime  money  was  provided 
to  compensate  for  their  loss,  and  (2)  the  positions  were  gradually  restored 
during  fiscal  year  1977-78  and  1978-79. 

Commissioner  Barnhill  felt  that  Supervisor  Barbagelata  had  no  real  under- 
standing of  fire  department  operations.    She  wondered  if  he  had  seen  the 
fire  department  in  action  recently.    Chief  Casper  told  the  Commission  that 
at  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  he  had  invited  Supervisor 
Barbagelata  to  see  the  fire  department  in  action. 

Mr.  Ferguson  informed  the  Commission  that  Local  798  had  contacted  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  concerning  the  Finance  Committee's^ 
proposed  reductions.    Mr.  Ferguson  also  opined  that  if  the  recent  article 
in  the  Progress  is  correct,  then  someone  in  the  fire  department  may  be 
guilty  of  official  misconduct  in  violation  of  fire  department  rules  and 
regulations. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  if  hard  evidence  were  found  the  matter  would  be 
reviewed  and  appropriate  action  recommended. 

President  Figone  asked  if  Supervisor  Barbagelata  would  reveal  his  source  of 
information.    Chief  Casper  asked  Supervisor  Barbagelata  that  question  last 
Wednesday,  and  was  told  the  source  was  confidential. 

Commissioner  Ream  inquired  if  the  fire  department  had  received  any  official 
correspondence  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  concerning  Pr°P°^^^/'J'L.,- 
Chief  Casper  said  "No".    Commissioner  Ream  thought  that       Board  wasbeing 
inconsistent  when  one  year  a  ballot  measure  is  proposed  that  changes  the 
Work  Schedules    partly  to  lessen  the  fatigue  factor,  then  the  very  "ejct  year , 
manpower  cuts  are  proposed  which  perpetuate  the  fatigue  factor  by  undermanning 
the  Engine  and  Truck  Companies. 

Co.Missioner  Del  Carlo  wanted  to  know  what  right  Supervisor  barbagelata  had_ 
to  revamp  or  reorganize  the  fire  department.    She  f^U  that  was  the  respons 
ibility  and  duty  of  the  Fire  Commission  and  Chief  of  Department. 

Chief  Casper  suggested  that  the  Fire  SeJI^Soug^?  Z'fTrl 

to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  writing.    Leon  Bruschera  thou^ 
Commission  was  being  circumvented  and  supported  Chief  Casper  s  suggestio

President  Figone.  speaking  for  his  three  colleagues,  directed  the  Secretary 
to  write  a  letter  to  Quentin  Kopp,  President,  Board  of  Supervisors  with 
copies  to  each  Member,  expressing  the  Fire  Commission's  grave  concern  over 
recent  actions  by  the  Finance  Conmittee. 

Commissioner  Barnhill's  request  that  a  press  release  be  issued  as  well, 
was  deferred  after  Chief  Casper  explained  the  problem  of  timing. 

Mr.  Ferguson  wanted  to  know  if  the  City  Attorney  responded  to  Fire  Commission 
items  76-020  and  76-021.    He  was  told  that  the  City  Attorney  had  not  replied. 

Under  New  Business,    Chief  Casper  told  the  Commission  that  he  met  with  Rudy 
Nothenberg,  Special  Assistant  to  the  Mayor,  Budget,  to  discuss  the  Like-Work 
Like-Pay  Ordinance  for  next  fiscal  year.    Negotiations  are  still  underway, 
and  the  Chief  didn't  wish  to  reveal  the  specifics  at  this  time. 

President  Figone  asked  for  a  progress  report  on  the  $300,000  W.0.0  owed 

since  last  October.    There  has  been  no  official  reply  to  the  Fire  Commission's 

recent  letter  requesting  early  approval. 

Mr.  Ferguson  requested,  and  the  Fire  Commission  approved,  that  today's  minutes 
contain  a  list  of  coaching  schools  and  training  centers  for  the  forthcoming 
H-2  firefighter  examination. 

Mr.  Bruschera  wanted  to  know  when  the  matter  of  Director,  Community  Relations 
would  be  calendared.    Secretary  Connors  replied  that  in  conformity  with  the 
new  Fire  Commission  policy  concerning  calendared  requests,  this  matter  would 
not  be  calendared  until  the  Union  made  a  specific  request  or  recommendations, 
supported  by  documentation  and  a  brief  history  of  the  subject  matter. 

Commissioner  Ream  requested  that  time  be  allocated  during  some  unspecified 
Fire  Commission  meeting  to  discuss: 

1)  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention, 
and  the  relationship  between  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention  and  the 
Building  Inspectors. 

2)  A  progress  report  on  the  plans  and  programs  for  the  persons  who 
will  be  taking  the  various  tests  as  part  of  the  next  H-2  Fire- 
fighter examination. 

Chief  Casper  introduced  Acting  Assistant  Chief  Jack  Sherratt,  Division  of 
Public  Education  and  Internal  Control.    Chief  Casper  told  the  Commission 
that  Jack  Sherratt  possessed  many  skillsand  talents  that  qualify  him  for  this 
new  assignment,  and  that  he  expected  great  things. 

Chief  Sherratt  thanked  Chief  Casper  for  selecting  him  to  head  this  important 
Division.    Chief  Sherratt  said  he  looked  forward  to  the  challenges  that 
await  him.    He  said  he  had  some  ideas  about  improving  the  operations  and  tasks 
of  the  PEIC,  and  he  was  anxious  to  begin. 

Jim  Ferguson.  President,  Leon  Bruschera,  Secretary,  and  James  Lee,  Director. 
Firefighters  798,  attended  this  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  at  9:45  hours.

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Chief  Casper  referred  to  Section  3  of  this  report  which  showed  the  number  of 
companies  placed  out  of  service  for  lack  of  manpower.    He  commented  that  the 
sick  leave  rate  doubles  on  weekends  compounding  the  manpower  problem  He 
reiterated  his  appeal  to  Firefighters  Local  798  for  cooperation  in  working 
H.D.O.s  for  compensatory  time. 

With  the  exception  of  Jim  Ferguson,  who  has  worked  seven  W.D.O.s,  no  other 
member  of  the  Executive  Board  has  volunteered  to  work  W.Q.O.s  for  compensatory 
time. 


Coiimissioner  Del  Carlo  wanted  to  know  if  the  firefighters  were  required  to 
produce  certificates  from  their  physicians  when  they  go  off  duty  on  weekends. 
Chief  Casper  said  "yes"  during  the  course  of  the  strike,  however  he  pointed 
out  that  the  Fire  Department  rules  allow  a  firefighter  to  be  off  duty  twice  a 
year  for  one  24-hour  shift  without  producing  a  certificate. 

Comnissioner  McClain  stated  that  it  is  not  a  matter  of  a  member  having  a  doc- 
tor's certificate,  but  the  problem  is  inadequate  manpower.     He  felt  that  the 
firefighters  understandably  were  not  particularly  interested  in  working  W.D.O. 
for  compensatory  time.    He  thought  that  the  Coimiission  must  do  something  more 
dramatic;  that  the  problem  must  be  presented  to  the  community  and  the  issues 
moved  out  of  the  Commission  Hearing  Room. 

Chief  Casper  coiranented  that  the  most  dramatic  way  to  convey  the  seriousness 
of  the  problem  was  to  close  neighborhood  fire  stations,  but  would  not  recommend 
such  a  course  of  action  for  the  sole  purpose  of  proving  a  point. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  wanted  to  know  if  there  was  some  way  the  Fire  Commission 
could  express  its  concern  over  this  matter  to  the  rank  and  file.    Mr.  Ferguson 
replied  that  the  regular  meeting  of  Firefighters  Local  798  took  place  tomorrow 
evening  and  that  he  would  carry  the  Fire  Commission's  message  to  the  membership 
at  this  meeting.    Mr.  Ferguson  felt  that  the  failure  to  pay  the  $300,000  back 
pay  for  W.D.O.  is  an  obstacle  to  obtaining  volunteers.    He  also  felt  that 
there  is  a  problem  in  getting  the  Time-Coming  at  the  member's  request.  Chief 
Casper  replied  that  he  will  grant  the  Time-Coming  when  the  member  requests  it. 

Commissioner  McClain  wanted  to  know  if  the  other  cities  paid  overtime  or  com- 
pensatory time.    Chief  Casper  replied  that  Los  Angeles  pays  overtime. 

President  Figone  asked  Mr.  Ferguson  what  the  Firefighters  were  doing  oj  be- 
half of  the  $1,000,000  in  W.D.O.  money  for  next  fiscal  year,  plus  the  $300,UUU 
already  owed  for  this  fiscal  year.    Mr.  Ferguson  replied  that  Loca    798  had 
sent  a  letter  to  each  Supervisor  and  is  attempting  to  talk  personally  to  each 
Supervisor  before  the  budget  is  finalized. 

Chief  Casper  expressed  his  appreciation  to  various  community  leaders  for  their 
support  in  writing  letters  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  P':°testing  budget  cuts. 
He  singled  out  Commissioner  Juanita  Del  Carlo  from  the  Miss  on  Hiring  Hall, 
George  Newkirk,  Black  Leadership  Forum,  and  Assemblyman.  WilUe  Brown. 

There  were  no  further  questions  or  discussion  and  the  report  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Department  was  approved.

1.  Submitted  bi-weekly  report  from  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
Disability  Injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  Sick  Pay,  April  28  through 
May  11,  1 976. 

Reports  were  accepted  without  comnent. 

2.  Report  from  Chief  Casper  -  Review  and  Analysis  of  Manpower  Situation. 

Chief  Casper  recited  the  daily  manning  of  the  past  two  weeks  and  the 
number  of  stations  that  had  to  be  put  out  of  service  temporarily  for 
lack  of  manpower. 

Commissioner  McClain  stated  that  he  learned  that  a  fire  station  in  the 
Richmond  was  closed  last  week  for  one  day  and  he  wanted  to  know  where 
fire  service  for  that  area  would  come  from.    Chief  Casper  explained  that 
he  did  not  close  the  station  -  that  he  temporarily  put  out  of  service  the 
Engine  Company  located  at  that  station  -  that  the  Truck  Company  in  that 
station  remained  in  service. 

Acting  President  Ream  expressed  the  Fire  Commission's  concern  over  the 
responsibilities  that  the  Chief  is  presently  facing  in  attempting  to  cope 
with  the  manpower  problems.    She  expressed  hope  that  the  situation  would 
be  improved  once  the  new  fiscal  year  begins. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  moved  and  Corranissioner  McClain  seconded  and  the 
Fire  Commission  unanimously  approved  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  San  Francisco  media  commending  them  for  providing 
the  television  and  newspaper  coverage  of  the  critical  manpower  problem. 

Chief  Casper  made  a  report  on  his  negotiations  with  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors Finance  Committee  concerning  next  year's  budget.    He  reiterated 
his  concerns  about  the  effect  that  the  unfunding  of  H2  firefighter  posi- 
tions would  have  on  our  Affirmative  Action  program.    He  thanked  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Commission  for  their  support  and  understanding  in  this 
matter. 

Chief  Casper  also  appreciated  the  fact  that  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  was  recommending  $1.3  million  next  year  for  H.D.U.s. 
He  felt  confident  that  ultimately  he  would  be  able  to  get  back  in  his 
budget  the  money  for  the  82  unfunded  firefighters  positions. 

Acting  President  Ream  commented  that  she  had  noticed  some  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  recent  fires  and  she  felt  that  this  firsthand  ex- 
perience was  helpful  to  our  budget  requests.

The  representatives  from  Chinese  for  Affirmative 
Action  will  invite  Inspector  Robert  Willett  to  show  the  film  at  a 
subsequent  meeting.

Chief  Casper  replied  that  they  were  used  in  helping  the 
various  units  to  get  back  in  service  faster. 

President  Figone  asked  if  reporters  and  cameramen  are  permitted  to  enter 
buildings  during  firefighting  operations.    Chief  Casper  stated  that  reporters 
and  cameramen  were  told  not  to  go  into  buildings  and  that  they  do  so  at 
their  own  risk.    He  also  stated  that  he  would  issue  a  directive  that  no 
reporter  or  cameramen  be  allowed  to  climb  ladders. 

Chief  Casper  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Commissioners  to  accompany  him 
to  the  Mayer 'sOffi ce  on  June  14  for  a  post-review  of  the  1976/77  budget. 
The  Commissioners  took  this  under  advisement.

Chief  Casper  mentioned  that  he  is  waiting      hear  from  the  Retirement  Board 
regarding  the  $5,000  we  asked  for  to  initiate  our  stress  testing  program. 
He  said  that  he  plans  to  discuss  the  disability  situation  with  the  Retire- 
ment Board  at  that  time.

coming  to  grips  with  the  following  situations:  t-reauve  ways  ot 

1)  Staffing  patterns  for  firefighters  must  be  improved  to  provide  ade- 
quate service  with  a  minimum  cost. 

2)  Review  positions  held  by  uniformed  members  to  determine  if  civilians 
can  perform  the  same  duties  at  a  lower  cost. 

3)  Achieve  a  reasonable accomalation  with  the  Port  Coranission  concernino 
the  fireboat.  ^ 

4)  Review  the  use  of  disability  leaves  c.d  disability  retirements  -  the 
latter  in  cooperation  with  the  Retirement  System  Board  -  to  determine 
if  abuses  exist. 

5)  Continue  to  work  with  the  Mayor's  Office  concerning  Like-Work-Like-Pay 
to  devise  a  system  that  will  be  fairer  to    taxpayers, other  than  the 
present  system.    In  this  matter  he  urged  the  Fire  Department  to  meet 
and  confer  with  Local  798  to  reach  an  accomodation.    He  stated  that  he 
was  a  strong  advocate  of  the  "meet  and  confer"  process  and  would  hope 
that  the  Fire  Commission  could  establish  a  working  model  for  meet  and 
confer  procedures. 

6)  Review  the  income-producing  potential  of  the  air  rights  to  some  of  the 
Fire  Department  real  property  and  to  review  the  location  of  other  pro- 
perties to  determine  that  these  locations  are  proper  in  terms  of  poten- 
tial alternative  land  use,  as  well  as  in  terms  of  where  fire  stations 
must  be  located  for  maximum  effective  firefighting.

Chief  Casper  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Finance  Committee  recently  re- 
leased 39  promotional  requisitions,  and  that  a  swearing-in  ceremony  will  be 
scheduled  next  week  at  the  Commission's  convenience. 

Secretary  Connors  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Finance  Committee  today 
would  be  reviewing  the  Fire  Department's  request  for  a  Supplemental  Appro- 
priation in  the  amount  of  $300,000  in   W.D.O.     payment  for  the  period 
September  16.  1975  to  November  24,  1975.

I  wish  to  express  my  concern  over  the  excessive  delay  in  the 
reconstruction  of  Station  3.    The  station  was  vacated  on 
March  12,  1974  and  reconstruction  was  to  have  been  completed 
in  approximately  one  year.    The  project  has  been  underway  for 
more  than  twenty-seven  months  to  date  and  is  yet  to  be  com- 
pleted.   During  this  twenty-seven  month  period,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  temporarily  relocate  the  engine  company  and 
truck  company,  normally  quartered  in  Station  3,  to  1301  Turk 
Street  and  2150  California  Street  respectively,  which  removed 
them  from  their  normal  response  area.    All  of  this  has  been 
the  result  of  jeopardizing  the  fire  safety  of  the  persons  and 
property  served  by  Station  3.    The  fire  and  life  safety  of  this 
area  has  been  weakened  for  much  too  long  a  period  of  time  and 
I  urge  you  to  have  Station  3  completed  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date.

Chief  Casper  explained  that  it  was  due  to 
summer  vacations,  as  well  as  the  Third  Alarm  which  was  struck  earlier 
this  morning. 

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  if  either  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  or  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  had  responded  to  the  letters 
from  the  Fire  Department  expressing  concern  over  the  delay  of  the  con- 
struction of  Station  3.    Chief  Casper  indicated  that  no  replies  had  been 
received. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  to  bring  the  Conmission  up  to 
date  on  the  controversy  involving  the  Richmond  District  street  barriers. 
Chief  Casper  gave  a  brief  explanation. 

Anthony  Sacco,  Director  of  Local  798  was  present  at  the  meeting. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  at  0930  hours.

On  Wednesday  night,  Sept  1st,  1976,  at  9:30  pm,  my  wife  and  two  of  my 
children  were  involved  in  a  serious  auto  accident.    This  occurred  at  the 
intersection  of  20th  Avenue  and  Rivera  Street. 

The  first  person  on  the  scene  was  Lt.  Engler,  who  had  apparently  just 
arrived  home.

He  checked  for  gas  smells  or  leaks,  asked  if  he  could  take  care  of  my  son 
who  was  only  slightly  hurt,  offered  to  call  other  family  or  friends,  took 
our  telephone  number  so  that  he  could  call  and  tell  us  where  the  car  had  been 
taken  (which  he  did  the  next  morning),  and  in  general  was  "in  charge"  and 
exerted  a  stabling  influence  until  the  ambulance  came  and  the  attendants  took 
over. 

My  wife  has  continually  stated  that  she  did  not  know  what  she  would  have 
done  without  Lt.  Engler's  kindness.    We  are  both  delighted  that  people  of 
this  caliber  are  involved  with  your  department,  and  I  wanted  to  write  you 
of  this.

On  Sunday,  September  5,  1976  my  home  suffered  a  fire  in  the  roof  and  attic 
areas  while  I  was  not  present. 

Several  neighbors  reported  the  fire  and  as  I  understand,  the  fire  department 
was  extremely  fast  in  reporting  to  the  scene.    When  I  did  arrive  home,  the 
fire  was  out  and  the  firemen  were  in  the  process  of  cleaning  up  debris  and 
covering  the  roof  with  tarps. 

Although  the  damage  was  reasonably  extensive  from  both  fire  and  water, 
I  was  amazed  at  the  care  taken  by  the  firemen  to  preserve  as  many  of  my 
personal  belongings  as  possible.    I  honestly  do  not  know  how  they  found 
the  time  to  do  this  and  still  so  effectively  fight  the  fire.    Some  of  these 
precautions  involved  rolling  up  area  rugs  on  the  first  floor  of  the  house 
to  prevent  water  damage  and  taking  all  of  my  clothes  out  of  the  closet, 
placing  them  on  the  bed  and  surrounding  them  with  as  much  furniture  as 
could  be  moved  and  covering  them  all  with  tarps.    Even  a  rosette  from  around 
a  ceiling  light  fixture  was  taken  down  and  carefully  placed  on  a  table  in 
order  that  when  the  ceiling  fell,  the  rosette  would  not  be  destroyed--only 
in  San  Francisco  would  a  fireman  appreciate  the  value  of  such  an  item. 

As  you  might  expect,  my  life  now  and  for  the  next  several  weeks  is  confused 
and  disturbed.    I  hate  to  think,  however,  how  much  more  distressing  it 
would  be  if  it  were  not  for  the  fine  efforts  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire 
Department. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Fire  Department  and 
the  firefighters  who  did  such  a  wonderful  job  in  minimizing  the  damage 
to  my  home  and  belongings.

The  delay  in  communicating  to  you  to  express  my  appreciation  for  emergency 
assistance  rendered  on  September  24,  1976  to  Mrs.  Lurie  and  to  me  has  been 
due  to  circumstances  beyond  my  control,  and  for  which  apologies  are  in  order. 

About  8:30  PM  of  that  day  on  return  to  our  apartment  house  at  495-32nd  Avenue 
{corner  Geary  and  32nd  Avenue)  from  a  short  automobile  ride  with  Mrs.  Lurie  and  I 
discovered  that  the  automatic  elevator  was  out  of  order,  and  that  it  was  impossibl 
to  bring  Mrs.  Lurie,  who  is  confined  to  a  wheel  chair,  to  our  5th  floor  apartment 
without  assistance.

Dr.  Bonfilio  expressed  concern  over  the  inconsistent  reporting 
methods  that  exist  as  to  firefighters  off  duty  on  disability  pay. 
He  stated  that  there  is  a  gap  between  the  time  that  a  person  is 
reported  off  duty  and  on  duty  and  that  this  gap  causes  problems 
between  the  physician's  office  and  the  payroll  office, 
especially  in  relation  to  accurately  reporting  the  proper 
timeroll  symbols.    He  is  pursuing  this  problem  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  Retirement  System. 

The  doctor  also  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Weight  Program 
has  been  completed  and  he  will  shortly  present  some  findings 
and  recommendations. 

2.    For  the  benefit  of  those  persons  attending  this  Community 
Fire  Commission  meeting,  Chief  Casper  reviewed  the  status  of 
Fire  Department  Personnel  Apparatus  and  Equipment  for  the

Commissioner  Ream  asked  Chief  Casper  if  there  was  any  way  possible 
that  Fire  Department  apparatus  could  be  at  the  scene  without  the 
Fire  Department  knowing  of  their  presence.    Chief  Casper  stated 
that,  considering  the  time  of  day,  there  would  be  no  reason  for  any 
fire  trucks  to  be  on  the  street  in  that  area.

Commissioner  McClain  recalled  that  Ms.  Nelson  stated  that  she  had 
previously  appeared    before  the  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the 
Police  Commission  concerning  this  incident.    Commissioner  McClain 
asked  if  a  committee  had  been  formed  to  investigate  this  incident 
She  responded  affirmatively  and  stated  that  a  legal  intern  had  also 
been  made  available.    Commissioner  McClain  asked  if  depositions  were 
being  used  to  gather  facts.    Commissioner  McClain  felt  that  this 
matter  should  be  recalendared  at  a  future  date  at  which  time 
Ms.  Nelson  would  be  asked  to  produce  witnesses  who  could  support 
Ms.  Nelson's  contention  that  apparatus  was  on  the  scene  prior  to 
the  fire.

The  ladder  would  not  reach  the  suspended  platform  but  this  fireman  assured 
the  window  washer  who  was  one  step  from  sure  death  and  at  the  risk  of  his  own  life 
made  many  physical  maneuvers  which  could  only  be  performed  by  one  with  extreme 
physical  agility  and  tremendous  fortitude.  extreme 

The  highpolnt  of  his  act  of  bravery  in  my  opinion  was  when  the  shakey  worker  was 
attempting  to  put  on  a  safety  belt  and  had  to  let  go  of  the  rope  which  was  his 
only  upper  body  support.    The  fireman  said:    "If  you  miss.  I'll  catch  you  " 
i  know  he  meant  it  and  I  only  wish  I  knew  this  man's  name  because  he  certainlv 
merits  the  highest  praise  for  his  valor. 

I  also  saw  closer  than  anyone  else  from  my  window  the  fireman  who  handed  the 

"^1^^^^  *°  ^^"^i^S  certain  death  with  a  slight  slip.    This  fireman 

was  floating  like  a  butterfly  on  a  rope"  from  the  top  of  the  building  and 
he  handed  the  belt  to  the  endangered  window-washer.  His  conduct  in  a  very 
hazardous  operation  was  par  excellence  also.

The  two  or  three  firemen  who  quickly  got  to  the  roof  of  the  high  building 
were  really  efficient  and  showed  an  almost  total  disregard  for  personal 
safety.    I  asked  one  fireman  why  he  would  not  smash  a  window  and  he  said 
there  was  a  better  way  of  rescue  which  proved  true. 

This  event  received  first  page  newspaper  coverage,  but  I  don't  think  the 
cool  conduct  of  the  firemen  and  the  outstanding  display  of  courage  can  be 
put  in  words. 

If  the  work  of  these  firemen  typifies  your  department,  there  is  none  finer 
in  the  world.

From  what  I  witnessed,  however,  and  from  what  Breinig  photographed,  I  must 
the  performances  of  Tillerman  John  Pacheco  and  Fireman  Dan  O'DonneU  of  Truck 
Company  One.    They  took  great  risk  to  save  the  life  of  one  of  the  window  washers, 
Joseph  Montgomery,  as  did  Fireman  Robert  Moore  of  Rescue  Squad  One. 

Fireman  Dan  Nolan  and  Stephen  Parrott,  also  of  Rescue  Squad  One,  perfonned  with 
exemplary  courage.    More  and  Parrott  both  made  long  trips  out  on  a  six-inch  wide 
ledge;  I  need  say  no  more  save  that  the  ledges  were  eight  and  nine  floors  over 
the  sidewalk.

Commissioner  Ream  asked  her  colleagues  if  they  had  any  questions  of 
Chief  Casper  before  the  meeting  concluded.

He  stated  that  by  December  1,  we  will  have  completed 
the  restructuring  of  our  manning  tables  and  we  will  then  be  in  a  better 
position  to  assess  our  W=D.O.  requirements  for  the  balance  of  this 
fiscal  year. 

Chief  Casper  made  reference  to  a  letter  from  James  Ferguson,  President 
of  Local  798,  dated  November  2.  1976.    This  letter  commented  on  the 
crowded  conditions  which  occurred  in  the  Marina  District  on  .'uly  4,  i976, 
and  on  Polk  Street  on  October  31,  1976.    The  Chief  stated  that  he 
was  fully  aware  of  both  conditions  and  shared  Mr.  Ferguson's  concern 
about  the  potential  hazards  created  by  these  crowds.    The  Chief  stated 
it  might  be  necessary  in  the  future  to  appear  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'  Fire,  Safety  &  Police  Committee  when  such  requests  for  street 
closings  appear  on  Calendar.    A  better  way  has  to  be  devised  to  control 
crowds  and  still  allow  access  of  emergency  equipment  in  case  of  fires 
or  other  incidents. 

Chief  Casper  stated  that  Superintendent  of  Breathing  Equipment  Richard 
Dineen  was  present  and  wished  to     present    a    fifteen-minute  demonstra- 
tion on  cardio-pulmonary  resuscitation  practices.    The  Commission  was 
delighted  at  the  offer  and  stayed  at  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  to 
witness  Mr.  Dineen's  presentation.

3)    Consent  Decree  -  WACO  vs.  Alioto. 

President  Figone  asked  Mr.  Jim  Ferguson,  President,  lAFF,  Local  798,  if  he 
had  any  comments  on  this  issue.    Mr.  Ferguson  made  reference  to  two  letters, 
one  dated  October  1,  1976,  from  Local  798  attorneys,  addressed  to  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Michael  Killelea;  the  second,  dated  October  14,  1976,  from 
Local  798  attorney  to  Lois  Salisbury  of  Public  Advocates.

It  was  therefor  decided  to  hold  a  Special  Meeting  c  the 
issue  of  the  proposed  Consent  Decree  on  Friday,  November  26,  1976,  at 
1030  hours,  in  Executive  Session. 


4)      In  the  discussion  of  the  mural  painted  on  the  side  of  "Old  Engine  21" 
Secretary  Connors  briefly  reviewed  the  history  which  led  to  today's 
appearance  of  the  artist,  Mr.  Kevin  McCloskey.

The  Commission  at  that  time  deferred  granting  approval  pending  receipt 
of  a  City  Attorney's  Opinion  advising  the  Commission  as  to  its  rights 
in  such  a  matter.    On  October  22,  1976,  the  City  Attorney  responded 
to  the  Fire  Commission's  request  and  the  contents  of  this  letter  were 
discussed  at  the  meeting  of  November  10,  1976.    At  that  time,  the 
Commission  directed  the  Secretary  to  invite  Mr.  McCloskey  to  today's 
meeting. 

Several  of  the  members  asked  questions  of  Mr.  McCloskey  In  order  to 
determine  his  reasons,  motivations  and  thinking  which  eventually  led 
to  his  decision  to  paint  the  whale  without  first  receiving  approval 
from  the  Fire  Commission.    His  answers  were  not  found  to  be  very 
revealing. 

President  Figone  asked  Deputy  City  Attorney  Ward,  who  was  present  at 
this  meeting  on  an  unrelated  matter,  what  options  were  available  to 
the  Commission  In  this  case.    Mr.  Ward  stated  that  the  Commission 
could  choose  to  do  any  of  the  following:    (1)  Approve  the  painting, 
with  a  reprimand  for  proceeding  without  permission;    (2)  Vote  to  dis- 
approve the  painting  and  order  the  artist  to  remove  It  at  his  own 
expense;    (3)  Disapprove  the  painting  and  have  it  removed  by  the  City 
in  order  to  avoid  possible  liability  (In  case  of  injury  to  the  artist 
at  the  time  of  removal);    or  (4)  Defer  any  action  at  this  time  pending 
further  analysis  of  its  options  by  the  Commission.    The  Commission  chose 
to  postpone  further  consideration  of  this  matter  until  its  meeting 
of  December  8,  1976. 


President  Figone  asked  if  there  was  any  further  business,  at  which  time 
Chief  Casper  requested  permission  from  the  Commission  to  conduct  an  Open 
House  at  Station  15  on  December  5,  1976  (tentative  date)  for  the  purpose 
of  demonstrating  cardiopulmonary  equipment  to  the  public.    The  Fire 
Commission  unanimously  granted  his  request. 


Messrs.  Ferguson,  Bruschera  and  Aitken  of  I.A.F.F.,  Local  798  were  present. 


There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Commission,  the  meetino 
was  adjourned  at  1025  hours.

Submitted  monthly  report  of  Chief,  Division    of  Fire  Prevention 
month  of  September,  1976. 

Commissioner  McClain  asked  Chief  Casper  several  questions  based 
upon  the  report.    His  first  question  dealt  with  Item  (b)  Page  3, 
concerning  Notices  of  Violation,  and  compliance  with  Codes; 
his  next  question  dealt  with  the  total  number  of  fires  shown  on 
Page  4  -  and  whether  the  42  fires  of  incendiary  origin,  shown 
on  Page  5,  Paragraph  (a),  were  included  in  the  total  shown  on 
Page  4.    He  also  asked  several  questions  relating  to  the  fire 
deaths  listed  on  Page  5,  Paragraph  (a). 

Chief  Casper  responded  to  the  questions  raised  by  Commissioner 
McClain. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  asked  Chief  Casper  if  he  maintained 
statistics  which  show,  not  only  the  total  number  of  deaths,  but 
how  the  victim  died.    Chief  Casper  indicated  that  Fire  Department 
investigation  provides  some  of  the  causes  of  death  and  other  causes 
must  await  official  designation  by  the  Coroner's  office. 

There  were  several  minutes  of  discussion  concerning  the  relationship 
between  manpower,  length  of  work  week,  fires,  fire  deaths,  and  budget 
problems . 

There  was  some  discussion  about  the  Fire  Department's  present  Home 
Survey  and  Inspection  program.

Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 

1)    Submitted  bi-weekly  report  from  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
Disability  injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  Sick  Pay,  November  10  through 
November  23,  1976. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  indicated  that  there  were  approximately  70  uniformed 
members  who  seem  to  be  subject  to  recurring  bouts  of  one-day  flu. 
He  is  conducting  discussions  with  these  members  to  determine  their 
general  health  condition  and  to  see  if  any  medical  recommendations 
are  warranted. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  reported  that  the  Weight  Maintenance  Examination  Program 
has  been  completed  and  we  are  in  the  process  of  re-weighing  those 
members  who  exceeded  the  weight  limits  set  for  their  height. 


)         Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business:  (con't) 


1)    Department  Physician's  bi-weekly  report  (con't) 

President  Figone  expressed  his  feeling  that  the  bi-weekly 
Sick  Report  presented  to  the  Fire  Commission  prior  to  their 
regular  meetings  is  somewhat  meaningless  in  that  these  reports  do 
not  contain  the  names  of  the  uniformed  members  who  are  on  Sick  Leave. 

President  Figone  acknowledged  that  this  matter  had  been  considered 
previously  and  that  the  Commission  had  agreed,  upon  recommendation 
of  Dr.  Bonfilio,  to  eliminate  the  names  from  the  bi-weekly 
Sick  Leave  Reports  so  as  not  to  violate  doctor-patient  relationship. 

President  Figone  felt  that  the  Fire  Commission,  as  managers  of 
the  Fire  Department,  certainly  should  be  privy  to  this  information. 
After  several  minutes  of  discussion  among  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Commission  and  Dr.  Bonfilio,  President  Figone  moved  and 
Commissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded  that  the  bi-weekly  Sick  Leave 
Reports  contain  the  names  of  the  uniformed  members.  Without 
further  discussion,  the  motion  was  unanimously  passed. 


2)    Continued  discussion  of  mural  on  side  of  "Old  Engine  21". 

Secretary  Connors  stated  that,  in  a  report  from  Chief  Robert  Rose 
to  Chief  Casper,  it  had  been  determined  that  the  cost  to  repaint 
the  side  of  "Old  Engine  21"  would  be  $1,000. 

President  Figone  did  not  feel  that  the  City  should  be  asked  to 
bear  this  cost. 

President  Figone  asked  Deputy  City  Attorney  Philip  Ward,  who 
was  present  on  another  matter,  to  review  the  options  available 
to  the  Fire  Commission. 

President  Figone  asked  Mr.  Kevin  McCloskey,  the  artist,  if  he 
would  remove  the  painting  as  requested.    Mr.  McCloskey  replied 
in  the  nenative.    After  several  more  minutes  of  discussion,  it 
was  decided  to  continue  this  matter  until  all  five  members  of  the 
Fire  Commission  are  present. 


3)    Report  from  Chief  Casper  regarding  need  to  return  certain  authority 
to  Fire  Department  (Bureau  of  Fire  Prevention)  concerning  life 
safety  in  apartment  houses  and  hotels. 

Chief  Casper,  in  his  oral  report,  apprised  the  Commission  of  recent 
developments  concerning  the  possibility  of  reversion  to  the  Fire 
Department  of  jurisdiction  in  apartment  houses  and  hotels.  He 
stated  the  recent  fire  deaths  in  apartment  houses  and  hotels  u 
the  public's  attention  on  inspection  practices.    Prior  to  1967,  the 
Fire  Department  had  certain  jurisdiction  in  this  area  which  was 
removed  by  Charter  amendment.    He  stated  that  he  had  received 
inquiries  recently  from  Supervisor  Molinari  as  to  how  the  Fire 
Department  could  regain  jurisdiction. 

Chief  Casper  presented  each  Commissioner  with  a  series  of  letters 
concerning  this  subject.    This  correspondence  was  from  Supervisor 
Molinari  and  the  City  Attorney's  office.    Chief  Casper  believes 
that  the  Fire  Department  should  have  legislation  to  return  authority 
and  jurisdiction  to  it.    It  is  after  all, the  professional  firefighter 
who  witnesses  first-hand  the  ravages  of  fire  and  the  horror  of  fire 
deaths  and  is  therefore  in  a  better  position  to  make  decisions 
concerning  emergency  means  of  egress  and  other  life-safety  features 
that  are  essential  in  apartment  houses  and  hotels. 

President  Figone  wanted  to  know  if  there  would  be  any  additional 
costs  associated  with  the  reversion  of  this  program  to  the  Fire 
Department.    Chief  Casper  indicated  that  it  would  require  one 
additional  Lieutenant  and  six  Inspectors. 


Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business:  (con't) 


Before  going  into  Executive  Session,  Mr.  Arthur  McGlenon,  Attorney-at-Law, 
representing  those  remaining  eligibles  on  the  H-2  Firefighters  List,  E-25[ 
requested  time  to  acquaint  the  Commission  with  the  status  of  these 
remaining  eligibles. 

Mr.  McGlenon  asked  the  Commission  to  give  consideration  to  these  men, 
particularly  in  light  of  the  fact  that  they  have  been  1n  limbo  since  1971. 
He  asked  the  Commission  to  recommend  that  the  Consent  Decree  protect  the 
rights  of  these  men  by  assuring  that  they  receive  an  opportunity  for 
appointment.    He  felt  that  this  could  be  accomplished  by  guaranteeing 
employment  before  the  List  expires  on  December  31,  1977,  or  in  the  alterna- 
tive, to  request  an  extension  of  the  List  until  everyone  is  hired. 


4)    Discussion  of  Consent  Decree  -  WACO  vs.  Alioto  (EXECUTIVE  SESSION). 

At  1030  hours,  the  Fire  Commission  went  into  Executive  Session 
on  the  WACO  vs.  Alioto  proposed  Consent  Decree. 


At  1145  hours  the  Fire  Commission  resumed  Its  public  hearing. 

President  Figone  announced  that  further  consideration  of  WACO  vs. 
Alioto  would  be  continued  until  all  members  of  the  Fire  Commission 
had  an  opportunity  to  be  briefed  on  today's  Executive  Session. 
The  Executive  Session  was  recessed  until  the  'call  of  the  chair'. 

OPEN  HOUSE 

Chief  Casper  reported  on  the  successful  Open  House  conducted  last 
Sunday,  December  5,  1976,  at  Station  19.    Approximately  one  hundred 
people  received  Instructions  in  cardlo-pulmonary  resuscitation,  witnessed 
members  of  the  Rescue  Squad  extricate  a  person  from  an  automobile  in 
a  facsimile  rescue,  and  receive  explanations  on  the  functions  of  the 
fire  station  apparatus. 

The  Chief  announced  that  the  second  Open  House  would  be  held  on  Sunday, 
December  12,  1976.    He  Indicated  that  he  is  considering  establishing  a 
special  day  each  year  to  allow  the  public  to  photograph  children  on  the 
apparatus,  and  perhaps  have  a  photographic  contest. 

The  Commission  expressed  Its  pleasure  at  the  success  of  the  Open  House 
and  encouraged  Its  continuance.

Introduction  of  New  Business,  Reports  and  Unfinished  Business: 

Submitted  bi-weekly  report  from  Fire  Department  Physician  concerning 
Disability  injuries  and  men  off-duty  on  Sick  Pay,  November  24,  1976 
through  December  7,  1976. 

Commissioner  Ream  noted  that  the  Incidence  of  back  and  neck  strains 
has  risen  during  the  past  few  bi-weekly  reports,  and  she  wondered 
if  it  would  be  productive  for  Chief  Casper  and  Dr.  Bonfilio  to  jointly 
analyze  this  problem  and  recommend  ways  and  means  of  curbing  these 
back  and  neck  strains. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  indicated  that  he  has  been  discussing  this  matter  with 
Chief  Casper. 

Commissioner  Ream  requested  that  Chief  Casper  report  to  the  Commission 
on  the  subject  matter  of  back  and  neck  strains. 

Dr.  Bonfilio  requested  clarification  on  Firefighter  Labagh's  status. 
He  was  told  that  Firefighter  Labagh  is  no  longer  on  Sick  status, 
but  is  on  Suspended  status  and  is  not  the  immediate  concern  of  the 
Fire  Department  physician. 

Report  from  Chief  Andrew  C.  Casper  concerning  new  n>'otect1ve  equipment 
clothing. 

Chief  Casper  indicated  that  some  funds  from  this  year's  Materials  8 
Supplies  account,  as  well  as  funds  requested  in  next  year's  Budget, 
would  be  used  to  purchase  new  protective  equipment  clothing  identified 
as  Nomex  turnout  pants  and  coats.       He  introduced  Assistant 
Chief  Andrew  Brandi ,  Division  of  Training,  who  showed  the  Commissioners 
a  sample  of  the  present  turnout  coat  and  the  new  Nomex  turnout  coat. 
Chief  Casper  indicated  that  the  new  protective  equipment  clothing  is 
considerably  more  expensive  than  the  present  equipment.    However,  it  is 
projected  the  useful  life  is  twice  as  great  as  the  present  clothing 
so  the  cost  is  not  considered  to  be  a  significant  factor  in  the  long  run. 

Chief  Brandi  presented  each  Commissioner  with  a  copy  of  the  cost 
estimates  for  Nomex  protective  equipment  clothing  for  next  year's  Budget. 

Jim  Ferguson,  President  of  Firefighte.-s  Local  798,  s^cke  In  support 
of  Chief  Casper's  request  to  provide  Nomex  clothing.    He  cited  a  recent 
case  where  one  of  the  cloth    turnout  coats  had  been  burned  while  being 
worn  at  a  fire.    This  coat  was  sent  to  Washington  D.C.  where  tests 
detected  seven  defective  areas.    The  written  report  concerning  the 
defective  turnout  coat  will  be  made  available  to  members  of  the 
Commission  and  Chief  Casper.

2.    Chief  Casper's  Report  re  new  protective  equipment  clothing  --  (Con't) 


Commissioner  Ream  moved  and  Comnissioner  Del  Carlo  seconded  that 
whenever  major  changes  in  equipment  are  contemplated  --  for  example 

equipment  in  forthcoming  budget,  that  a  form  be  prepared  and  presented 
to  the  Commission  showing  the  following:      (a)  the  existing  equipment 
involved;     (b)  three  alternative  types  of  equipment  --  if  practical;

3.    Presentation  of  Chief  Casper's  Budget  Estimates  and  Work  Program  for 
fiscal  year  1977-78.    (a)  Establishing  procedure  for  budget  review; 
(b)  Setting  date  for  public  hearing. 

Secretary  Connors  indicated  that  the  Budget  Estimates  Workbook  would 
be  available  by  next  Tuesday,  December  28,  1976.    The  Commission 
unanimously  agreed  to  establish  a  series  of  meetings  to  review  next  year's 
budget.    The  first  such  Special  Meeting  will  be  held  on  Wednesday, 
December  29,  1976,  at  0900  hours. 

The  Secretary  outlined  the  timetable  for  reviewing,  adopting  and 
transmitting  the  Budget  Estimates  for  1977-78.
